Putnam lias ceased io be an exclusively 
persona! matter; it is a public matter for 
thought and action and the clergy now ar- 
guing ibra ruffian who struck as foul, pro- 
meditated and murderous blow as was ever 
struck ought to luok a litlla beyond the 
mere saving of Iho neck of such a uiurjerer 
from the gallows rope. It is high time that 
law proves ilsGlf stronger than money and 
Influence, and especially in a case like Fos- 
ter's.

Tbo great mistake, made by thcsa organi- 


Mtlons, aud by wurkiugmen everywhere, is 
In tho Idea that tho laboring class have in- 
terests other than, and la opposition to 
other classes, or Dial there is uecissarily a 
hostility between employer aud employee. 


A. more general diffusion of knowledge will 


lu time correct tbese misunderstandings. 
If 


labor organizations would u(.a their influ- 
ence to increase the standard of intelligence 
among their members, and their funds to 
establish libraries, and pleasant reading 
rooms, and would abolish all laws which are 
the outgrowth of the tyranny they profess 
to hate, they would bo a great poirer for 
good in the country, and would deseive the 
highest success. 


Tbe want of intelligent leaders among tho 


American Trades Uuiou, aud the Co-opera- 
tlvo Associations, has baan a great draw- 
back to their usefulness. 


Thoughtful aud reasonable worklngmen 


have hesitated to connect themselves with 
societies, whose principles and bylaws were 
ofsuch doubtful character. 


They considered, and rightly, that every 


man is his own master, that laborers may 
combine aud work together iu bodies, crews 
aud communities, that they may also quit 
worn in bodies, but that lliey had no right 
to override the law, or break tbe heads of 
thoso who refused to joiu tliotn. 


Since uujustmonoplies caunotbo prevent- 


ed by any legal process their effect must be 
neutralized by Co-operative Associations 
working on general principles similar to 
those ol the English society Ihave described, 


They must be assisted in this by a public 
opiniou 
educated into Ih'e 
belief 
that 


speculators who control necessary articles 
of commerce avbitraily, and force up prices 
by combinations and conspiracies to the

the one to "grind the faces of tbe poor," the 
other by combined mobs, and strikes lo 
bring on those undemocratic and unre- 
publican mobs aud riots which can have no 
excuse in a free country. 


But let us hope that a more general diffu- 


sion of intelligence and mental culture will 
produce in a not distant future, that long 
hoped lor, long looked for "good time com 


ing" when capital and labor may work bar- 
moniouslv together,without the haughty ami 
intolerant selfishness on the one hand, aud 
Ignorant bigoted selfishness on the other 
hand, which are at present, too often their 
characteristics. Each is necessary to the 
other. Each has a, great work to 
perform 


and these works can only be carried forwart 
to successful completion by the diffusion ol 
general intelligence, and abroad and libera 
spirit of Christian charily. C.
